Bank as a major creditor in a 
telephone call Tuesday. 

Memory explained that this 
filing is the only way the com- 
pany could take care of the 
small businesses which have 
supported the company, adding 
that potential lawsuits and fore- 
closure proceedings could wipe 
out the claims of these faithful 
businesses. 

The company has 120 days to 
prepare a plan to keep the com- 
pany operating. This could 
include finding a buyer who 
would keep the company oper- 
ating in the Elba plant and/or 
devising an approved plan to 
pump fresh money into the 
existing management's opera- 
tion, 

At this point management is 
still exploring the available 
options with the idea of moving 
in a positive direction for the 
company, community and the 
creditors, Dolan said. 

Dolan had high praise for the 
community support she and oth- 
ers had received from the local 
community since they pur- 
chased the company assets. 

She said, “We have been 
treated well since we have been 
here.” 

Chriss Street, who was the 
company president. after’ the 
assets were purchased from the 
bankruptey court in 2002, is no 
longer serving in that position, 
and Dolan said he no longer has 
any current association with the 
company in any. capacity.

Elba City Council approves operating budget for FY2005

Monday night the Elba City 
Council adopted a new operat- 


ing budget for the coming year” 


which begins Friday morning. 
The new budget projects a 
total income of $3,121,500, up 
from a projected $2,700,500 in 
the previous budget. These 
numbers reflect the same 
$500,000 transfer from the Elba

The bulk of the increased 
income is expected to come 
from more cigarette tax;

Added expenses include addi- 
tional payroll taxes which are 
expected to jump from $95,000 
to $105,000 in the new year; a

Elba residents have all seen firsthand the abuses of disaster aid. 
The abuse of aid pouring into Alabama and Florida following 
the recent tornados is holding true to form, as some are not sat- 
isfied with their fair share (or what they really need), Several 
years ago we were discussing this with one of those real 
“saints” from the The Salvation. Army. His reaction was to 
explain they and the other relief groups know this is happening, 
but would rather allow some abuse to go through than deprive 
one person in need. The down side of that charitable position is 
that limited relief supplies can be used up before all those with 
real’needs are served, We heard first hand reports of that hap- 
pening several years ago after a bad storm hit up around 
Birmingham and are hearing some scattered reports of aid 
abuse around Alabama this time around. It would be interesting 
to know the full truth behind a story that a West Alabama 
District Attorney's office was checking on reports of multiple 
trips by area residénts through one such aid station. More than 
likely, just the fact they were checking the reports put a damper 
.on the abuse at that particular location. 

Florida folks who have been hit repeatedly by the ravages of 
nature in recent weeks are really having their strengths tested, 
both physically and mentally. There is a possible advantage to 
those still awaiting an insurance adjuster to assess damage from 
a previous storm. Who can say which storm caused the damage. 
Therefore the insurance companies will not be able to charge 
the deductible twice as they would if the claim had already been 
checked by an adjustor. . . . we think and those homeowners 

‘probably hope. Those people who say they have never heard of 

so much hurricane damage in one year have been reminded by 


historians that Texas was hit with four hurricanes one year back 


in the late 1800's, but at no time since has this happened .. . . . 
until 2004 when Florida made that infamous list. However no 
one is claiming any two of the Texas‘storms followed almost the 
same path, as Frances and Jeanne did in Florida and Georgia.

We got lucky, and 
also learned a lesson at the same time. 


TIGER VICTORY DROUGHT CONTINUES 


The Elba Tigers saw their victory drought continue last week with 
a 29-19 loss to the Luyerne Tigers, and for the third time in four 
games this season the Tigers battled until the final horn, but cotld- 
n't find a way to pull out a much needed win. Some of the Elba play- 
ers showed their frustrations late in the game when it became obvi- 
ous they would suffer yet another tough loss and were flagged for 
their actions, and while the players must learn to control such emo- 
tions, they are only teenagers and sometimes the pains of constant 
losing bring out feelings of anger and despair. While everyone asso- 


ciated with the program hated to see the game end with'the sea of 


flags, at least the players didn’t hang their heads and quit. 

The Elba offense was ineffective for much of the game and went 
into the half with no first downs and only 13 yards of total offense. 
The Tigers did wind up with 161 yards on offense, but 125 yards 
came on two plays and the remaining 26 yards came on 35 plays. 
The high-powered Elba attack was grounded for much of the night 
both on the ground and in the air, and after four games some kinks 
are beginning to show in the offense that many fans thought could 
pile up points on any and all opponents. The Elba passing attack has 
accounted for 333 yards in the last two games. However, in those 
games the Tigers have completed only 18 of 45 passes with 7 inter- 
ceptions, with most of the interceptions putting the Elba’ defense 
with the task of trying to defend a short field. The offense has gone 
from being able to move down the field with ease to being simply a 
big-play offense, and last week the Tigers’ inability to run the ball 
turned the Tigers into a one dimensional unit. After four games and 
five weeks maybe it is time to give the offense ‘a tune-up. 

The Elba defense played hard for all four quarters and gave more 
effort than it had in the previous three games, but once again gave 
up some big plays that the Tigers simplyicould not overcome. The 
defense allowed 232 yards in total offense and 16 first downs in the 
opening two quarters, but came to life in the second half and held 
Luverne to only two first downs and 100 yards in offense, with 61 
yards coming on one play. Elba’s defense began to be physical in the 
second-half and took control at the line of scrimmage for the first 
time this séason. The late Luverne score that killed Elba’s second 
half rally came when the Tigers changed their defensive look into a 


* ‘prevent’ ‘defense, and all the change did was ‘prevent’ the Tigers 


from making a play that could have led to a win. At least the defense 
showed signs of improvement and played aggressively, especially in 
the second half. 

' Elba’s coaches are trying to make a living teaching teenagers how 
to play football and the players are all working hard every day to 


_ become the-best players they can be. I guess the biggest thing that 
is holding the Tigers back is that they have not won enough games 


during their high school careers to develop a winning attitude. 1 am 
convinced that once the Tigers get a win they will feed off that feel- 
ing and become big winners. However, many times that first step is 
the hardest to make, and until the Tigers can get that first win, noth- 
ing will come easy. 


AREA TEAMS HAVE SO-SO WEEK 


The fifth week of the high school football season is now in the 
books and for the teams in the area it was just another so-so week as 
two teams won and two lost. Here’s a quick look back.... 

*** NEW BROCKTON (3-1) - The Gamecocks spotted Pleasant 
Honte an early 12-0 lead and then ‘bounced back using their physi- 
cal style of play to defeat the Eagles 14-12. The Gamecocks surren- 
dered almost 300 yards and two touchdowns through the air against 
the Eagles’ passing attack, but came up with the big, plays on 
defense when they had to, and once again showed that Gamecock 
pride that has helped New Brockton win so many games throughout 
the years. This team plays up to its potential almost every time it 
takes the field, and has the wins to prove it. 

*** BRANTLEY (4-0) - The Bulldogs rallied from a halftime 
deficit to outscore Highland Home 39-20 and despite their early 
problems probably got more out of the game than any they had 
played yet this season. Often times when wins come easy it is easy 
to overlook mistakes*and take. things for granted. However, I can 
assure you Coach Lowery and his staff will take a long look at the 
film of the game and this week the intensity level at practice will 
pick up by several notches. The win was great and the Bulldogs 
remained undefeated, but this one should serve as a wake-up call 
and make the ‘Dogs even better as the season goes along. 

*** KINSTON (0-4) - The Bulldogs lost to Samson 35-6 and 
simply didn't have enough weapons to hold back the high-powered 
Tigers for all four quarters. Kinston kept Samson off the scoreboard 
in the first quarter and allowed only one touthdown in the first half, 
but watched Samson put four touchdowns in the books in the final 
two quarters and remained winless on the season.

The Elba Tigers will return to 
the region wars Friday night 
when they travel to Columbia to 
battle the undefeated Houston 
County Lions. ‘ 

The Tigers will enter the 
game with an 0-4 record, 0-2 in 
region play, while the Lions will 
bring a 4-0 record into the game 
and sit atop the region standings 
with a 2-0 slate. 

“This will be just. another 
tough game in a long list of 
tough games,” stated Elba’s 
Coach Scott Rials,. “and 
Houston County. has as many 
skill players as any team on our 
schedule. Coach Collins has 
done a great job over at Houston 
County and to have his team 4-0 
the first year after moving up 
from 1A is a tribute to him, his 
staff and his program. A lot of 
folks over here may not know a 
lot about Houston County, but 
they will get a first hand look 
Friday night and will get the 


‘chance to see a very good high 


school football team that is 
playing with a lot of confi- 


. dence.” 


“Two years ago we started off 
basically a ninth grade team,” 
said Houston County's Coach 
David Collins in a preseason 
interview, “and now is the time 
for them to step up as eleventh 
graders.” 

Houston County has nine jun- 
iors on their 30-man roster this 
season, and they have been the 
leaders on the Lions team that 
has opened the season with four 
straight wins. The Lions wins 
have come over 4A Ashford 28- 
6, 2A New Brockton 35-0, 2A 
Samson 28-6 and 3A Abbeville 
22-13. 

Sparking the offense for 
Houston County this season has 
been the 1-2 punch of Seabron 
Barber and Tavares Black, both 
of whom have rushed for nearly 
400 yards in the opening four 


games. Barber (5-11, 180) 
gained 1,134 yards and scored 
13 touchdowns last season as a 
sophomore and has gained 
Statewide attention this season 
with a fast start, While Black (6- 
1, 175) added 726 yards last sea- 
son and scored 8 touchdowns,. 

“Seabron Barber is a pretty 
g00d back as is Tavares Black,” 
added Coach Collins. “They 
pretty much carried the load last 
year, but this year we have a few 
other backs that can contribute 
too, Barber is a threat any time 
he touches the ball. He can 
throw it and run it, and he is a 
threat any time he touches it, He 
is not the fastest player we have 
on the teant, but he is as elusive 
as any We have.” 

Sophomore quarterback Clay 
Sellers stepped into the starting 
role last season in the fourth 
game and has given the Lions 
another weapon with his strong 
passing arm, 

“He had some freshman 
growing pains last year, but he 
will be all right,” added Collins.

Three offensive linemen 
return as Starters in seniors 
Chris White (6-1, 230) and 
Da’Shawn Carter (6-0, 245), 
along with junior Frank

The Lions have surrendered 
only 25 points in four games 
this season and with * nine 
starters back from a year ago the 
defense has been as solid as 
expected, 

“Last year we gave up too 
many points,” said Collins. “We 
struggled finding linebackers as

think that will be as much of a 
problem.”

and Seabron Barber all return to 
anchor the Houston County 
defense at linebacker, while in 
the secondary returning starters 
include ‘KeOtta Reese (5-8, 
170), Tavares Black and Chavis 
Reeves (5-11, 175). On the line 
the Lions return senior Ryan 
Long (5-8, 250), sophomore 
Cord Jackson (5-9, 220) and 
Da’Shawn Carter, while another 
key player on defense is senior 
Robert Chudzik (5-8, 250). 

“Houston County has two 
very good running backs and 
they like to just pound away at 
you and then break a° long run 
for a score,” stated Elba's Coach 
Scott Rials.

half rally fall short in 
29-19 loss to Luverne

The Elba Tigers saw a gallant second half rally fall short Friday 
night in a 29-19 loss to the Luverne Tigers, at Elba's Tiger Stadium. 

The loss was the Tigers’ fourth straight and left Elba with an 0-4 
record, while Luverne improved its record to 3-1 with the win. 

Luverne received the opening kick and promptly marched 69 
yards in 11 plays to get on the scoreboard. The drive lasted over six 
minutes and was highlighted by the passing of Ryan Brown and the 
running of Jesse Dixon. Brown connected on three of three passes 
for 38 yards during the scoring drive, while Dixon gained 18 yards 
on five carries and scored the touchdown on a 7-yard blast up the 
middle. Daniel Brown kicked the extra-point and with 5:46 left in 
the first quarter Luverne owned a 7-0 advantage. 

Luverne’s seven-point lead didn’t last for long; however, as 
Elba’s Kikko Logan fielded the ensuing kick at the 14-yardline, 
broke through a hole in the middle of the field and raced 86 yards 
for a Tiger touchdown. The extra-point try was wide, but with 5:29 
remaining in the first quarter Elba had answered the early Luverne 
score and had cut the lead to 7-6! 

Luverne went right back to work*following the ensuing kickoff 
and drove 63 yards in seven plays to extend its lead. Jesse Dixon 
broke loose for a 15-yard gain on the first play of the drive to set the 
tone for the possession, while Fred Hawkins gained 24 yards on 
three carries during the drive and scored the touchdown on a 2-yard 
run. Daniel Brown again booted the extra-point and with 1:52 
remaining in the first quarter Luverne had upped its lead over the 
Tigers to 14-6, 

Luverne moved to a first down at the Elba 37-yardline on its next 
possession and midway through the second stanza moved to a first 
down at the Elba 43. However, the Elba defense rose to the chal- 
lenge on both occasions and led by the play of Guy Anderson and 
Adam Spicer turned back the scoring threats to keep the Tigers 


within striking distance. 


Elba put the ball in play at, its own 15-yardline with 3:32 remain- 
ing in:the half after a Luverne punt, but three straight passes result- 
ed in two incompletions and a short gain as the Tigers used up less 
than a minute off the clock. The possession did result in points; 
however, as on fourth down a high snap was mishandled by the Elba 
punter and resulted in a safety that-pushed the Luverne lead to 16-6 
with 2:29 still left in the half, 

Luverne began its next possession at its own 44-yardline after the 
ensuing free-kick and covered the 56 yards into the Elba endzone on 
a 13 play drive that took less than two minutes off the clock, Ryan 
Brown directed the drive from his quarterback position and con- 
nected on 5 of 9 passes for 39 yards, with four of the passes going 
to Pat Parks for a total of 36 yards. A pass interference penalty 
against Elba with :46 remaining in the half gave Luverne a first 


down at the Elba 8-yardline, and two plays later Fred Hawkins raced, 


into the corner of the endzone from 8 yards for a Luverne touch- 
down. Daniel Brown added the extra-point and with :32 remaining ' 
in the half Luverne had opened up a commanding, 23n6 leads y.. 

Luverne almost added ‘to its lead on the fina) play of taostialfi when 
Fred Hawkins intercepted an Elba aerial and returned the intercep- 
tion 61 yards down the sidelines. However, Elba’s. Adam Spicer and 
Lewis Johnson knocked Hawkins out of bounds less than a yard 
from the endzone, and at the half the teams: went in with Luverne 
holding a solid 23-6 advantage. 

The Elba offense made its initial first down of the game on the 
third play of the third quarter on a 26-yard pass from Brandon 
Kelley to Joseph Platt, but the drive bogged down. as the Tiger 
offense continued to struggle both on the grourid and through the air. 

The Tigers began a drive late in the third quarter at their own 44- 
yardline following a 21-yard punt return by Kikko Logan, and the 
offense finally came to life as Elba marched 56 yards in seven plays 
to get on the scoreboard. A 31-yard gain on a scramble by Brandon 
Kelley got the drive ‘off to a fast start, while Kelley also connected 
on an 8-yard screen pass to Kikko Logan and a 3-yard pass to 
Joseph Platt to lead the Tigers down the field.

20 passes with 4 interceptions for 149 yards and one touchdown.

Facts on foodborne illnesses

We hear about foodborne ill- 
ness on the news, but many of 
us don’t really understand what 
foodborne illness is, how it is 
spread and how it can affect us 
Thousands of kinds of bacte- 
ria are present naturally in our 
environment. Not all bacteria 
cause disease in people. In fact, 
we use some beneficial bacteria 
to make yogurt and cheese. 
Those bacteria that do cause 
illness are called pathogens. 
When certain pathogens enter 
the food supply, they can cause 
foodborne illness. Only a few 
types of pathogens cause mil 
lions of cases of foodborne ill- 
nesses each year. 
People may be ill with a 
foodborme illness and not real- 


ize it, Foodbore illness often 


shows itself with flu-like symp- 
toms such as nausea, yomiling, 
diarrhea or fever, But the prop- 
er processing or cooking of 
food can prevent most cases of 
foodborne illness that destroy 
bacteria. 

Age and physical condition

risk than others, no matter what

type of bacteria is involved. 
Infants, pregnant women, the 
elderly and people, with com- 
promised immune systems are 
at the greatest risk from any 
pathogen. 

Just how do bacteria get into 
our food? It may be present on 
products when you buy them, 
Raw meat, poultry, seafood and 
eggs are not sterile, neither is 
produce such as lettuce, toma- 
toes, sprouts and melons 

Foods, including — safely 
cooked, ready: -to-eat foods, 
can become cross contaminated 
with bacteria transferred from 
raw products, meat juices or 
other contaminated products 
and from poor — personal 
hygiene, Bacteria multiply rap- 
idly between 40 and 140. To 
keep food out of this danger 
zone, it’s important to keep cold 
foods cold and hot foods hot 

Store food in‘the refrigerator 
at temperatures 40 F. or below 
or in the freezer at temperatures 
() F or below. Cook most foods 
to 160 F and cook roasts, steaks 
and chops of beef, veal and 
lamb to 145 F. Maintain hot, 
cooked food at 140 F or above. 
Reheat cooked foods to 165. F,
